Farmer Commits Suicide. 


Coldstream, Oct, 30,—Alfred Zav- 
itz, aged about fifty years, was 
found dead in his barn this morn- 
ing, having committed suicide by 
hanging, while laboring under a fit 
of temporary insanity. He had 
gone to the barn presumably to 
husk corn, 


No Job for Him. 


Toronto, Oct. 30.—Medical Health 
Officer Sheard was examining a can- 
didate for employment in the fire 
brigade yesterday. The man show- 
ed some difficulty in stripping for 
inspection, but when he finally got 
down to the buff he showed a broad 
heavy bandage about his waist. Dr. 
Sheard pulled the bandage off, and 
several pounds of bird shot rolled 
on the floor. The candidate had 
been trying to increase his weight. 


© ptter Two Years. 


Kingston, Oct. 30.—A couple of 
years ago Christmas, 1895, Patrick 
Fleming, a blacksmith of Eganville, 
disappeared. Vigiliant seach then 
and in the following spring failed 
to find his whereabouts. Friday the 
body was found near a swamp, where 
it is supposed he perished from ex- 
posure, as he had removed nearly 
all his clothing, and scattered it 
about, showing clearly he must have 
been demented. A widow and sev- 
eral children reside somewhere in 
the United States. 


Adrift in a Boat. 


Wiarton, Oct. 29.—An old French- 
man started from Point aux Beri! on 
the North Shore for Penetang in a 
small boat. He had been out but a 
short time when something went 
wrong with his craft, and the wind 
blowing strong off the land he began 
to drift, and, after spending three 
days and three nights on the water, 
he came ashore at Lonely Island, 60 
miles from where he started, more 
dead than alive. He was taken in 
by the light-house keeper there and 
cared for until he recovered. 


Mr. Barber Fell Dead. 

Ottawa, Oct. 30.—A telephone 
message to-day from Cardinal states 
that Mr. Adam Barber, who resides 
near Cardinal, fel! dead yesterday 
morning at 5 o'clock. Mr. Barber 
had intended going out to hunt and 
rose early for that purpose. He 
had just got out of his bed when he 
fell to the floor, and in a few 
seconds was dead. Dr. Gow, of 
Cardinal, was sent for, but could do 
nothing.

A Fatal Dose of Carbolic Acid. 


Mount Forest,Oct. 30.—Yesterday 
afternoon the wife of John Arm- 
Strong, a farmer residing in Bgre- 
mont, about seyen miles from here, 
having had occasion to leaye the 
house for a few minutes, was horri- 
fied on returning to find her baby 
very ill. Everything possible was 
done for the child, but it died in a 
short time. It appears that during 
Mrs. Armstrong's absence her four- 
year-old daughter, by means of a 
chair which she had placed on the 
table, had taken down trom a shelf 
a small bottle containing carboli¢ 
acid, which she gave the baby to 
drink, with the result stated, 


A Bank Robbed at Teeswater. 


Teeswater, Oct. 30.—The private 
bank of Gillies & Co. was robbed at 
8 o'clock this morning. There were 
two explosions at short intervals,the 
first one blowing open the vault 
door, and the second one blowing 
safe door completely off and foreing 
it through the vault door, which 
was probably closed to deaden the 


noise. The noise awakened the 
neighbors, and Mrs. Vallentine, who 
liyes almost directly over the bank, 
saw three men running up street. 
The front door was forced open with 
a sledge hammer, crowbar and other 
tools taken from Johnston’s black 
smith shop near by. The robbers 
secured $2,000, and overlooked $100 
in gold.

Both Sons Dead. 
The News Received by a Montreal Visitor 
from the Klondyke. 


Montreal, Oct. 30.—Melcour Pour- 
celle,a Frenchman, who was in Mon- 
treal yesterday, received a letter 
trom the Klondike, saying that both 
his sons, Antoine and Henri, who ac- 
companied a private expedition to 
the far North last April, are dead. 
It seems that after taking up claims, 
their health quickly gave way, and 
hunger working on an already much 


enfeebled constitution, rapidly did |’ 


its work. 

The letter went on to say that the 
condition of many of the men was 
pitiable in the extreme. Gold they 
certainly had, but food and sup- 
plies could not be bought. The 
winter was rapidly coming on, and 
the outlook was simply terrible. 

The letter most strongly advised 
Mr. Pourcelle and all his friends to 
stay at home, for, in the opinion of 
the writer, the Klondike is at present 
a veritable death-trap.

| Which she must use. Her processes | 
Gre sometimes quite simple, so that it | 
seems scarcely more than absorption | 
and division; but in most vegetables 
raised on the farm the process is very 
elaborate. 
There must be roots for absorption, 
tissues and stalks for circulation leaves 


for evaporation and chemical transfor- 
mation and terminal buds for concen- 
tration and further elaboration until 
the flower and seed are produced. 

To all this intricate work there is 
constantly present much unfinished 
and rejected material; this becomes to 
the farmer sometimes the most desir- 
able combination of elements used in 
the plant life, and its life is often ar- 
rested to procure what the plant itself 
would have used if allowed to continue 
its work. In almost all garden vege- 
tables nature has heen turned out of 
her course to produce abnormal 
growths for the food of animals and 
man. 

These because of their transition 
state, need some artificial means to 
protect them in the condition in which 
they are desired for use. Hence the 
many methods of preserving fruits 
and vegetables, which in but few cases 
are in reality the true fruit, but only 
its store house for the temporary pro- 
tection, until time for release. 

For the preservation of the grasses 
and fodders for cattle, hay making and 
corn cutling have been the general 
methods, and until within the last few 
years of careful experiments, it was 
Supposed that nearly all the nutri- 
ment material in the growing stalks 
was in this way preserved. But it is 
now known that much is lost in curing 
both hay and fodder, and that the 
value of these in a succulent condition 
is for cattle feed far greater than it 
ever can become again. 

To preserve them in this condition 
of their greatest value, the silo has 
been used with encouraging success. 

It is true many farmers yet think 
that nothing can be better for cattle 
or horses or sheep, as rough filling feed 
than dry hay and dry fodder. But 
a little experimenting will prove to 
any one beyond controversy, that well 
preserved ensilage from any grass, 
Grain or growing herb which, when 
growing, is food for cattle, is of much 
more value for feed, than any hay, fod- 
der or stover made from the same 
source and dried. 

Tn short, the silo has come to pre- 
serve for all stock to be fed in winter 
much nutrition which is of necessity 
lost, when the food must be dried for 
preservation, The silo has not yet 
done for the farmer all that may be 
done; we may, however, feel assured 
that it will never stop hay making 
or even corn cutting for fodder and 
stover on large farms. 

Yet in smaller farms where dairy 
| cattle and domestic stock are to be fed 
in the most economical and successful 
method, the silo is bound to hold a 
prominent place. It will prove not 
only a feed saving machine, but very 
largely a labor saving machine. 

When you are using your own can- 
ned fruits in the winter, see that you 
have in store something ‘‘canned” for 
thie live stock which have always here- 
tofore been wintered on dry feed. Use 
a well constructed silo, andit will pay.

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A PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
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Worth hastings Review. 
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Strangers, visiting Madoc, almost 


invariably express their surprise at 
the substantial appearance of the 
=m, the, enterprise of our business 
the comfort of our homes and 
culture of the people. All this 
evidently something more than 
the ourney towards Madoc, through 
$0 many rock-cuttings and swamps, 
1s to lead them to look for. 
Those, not strangers, are to be 
found in plenty, who are more sur- 
sed still that in sucha substantial 
ad progressive village, where the 
shools are second to none in the 
Province—and from which pupils 
have gone time and again to do us 
jonor in the Universities and Col- 
leges, and thereafter to hold some of 
the most influential positions in edu- 
cational and business circles—and 
where there are so many feaders of 
our best literature, there is nothing 
in the way of a Public Library and 

Reading Room. After a manner we 
pity ourselyes, but pity, merely, is 
somewhat out of place where blame 
is deserved. In yiew of the pro- 
visions made for the establishment 
of Public Libraries we must plead 
eglect rather than inability. 

To establish, and equip for the 
ature, such an institution would 

Gost the citizens of Madoc but a 
small amount.” The Ontario Legis- 

ture provides for an annual grant 
up to $250—dollar for dollar—ac- 
cording to the amount raised by 
the levying of « rate, public sub- 
scription or otherwise. Ifthe neces- 
sary amount were to be raised by 
the levying of a rate, half a mill on 
the dollar—which is all the Council 
is empowered by this Act to im- 
pose, and which means but 50c. to 
one assessed for $1000—in Madoc 
would bring in 150. Such a small 
sum as in this way each individual 
would have to pay would go but a 
little way in the purchase of books, 
magazines and newspapers ; where- 
as, the sum total of the contributions 
of all our citizens would go a long 
Way to the equipment of a Library 
useful to the community as a whole. 
And for us to avail ourselves of the 
privilege offered by our Legislature 
means that every dollar raised—up 
to $250, would be doubled. In that, 
so far, we have neglected to have a 
Pablic Library in our town we 
have been losers, as a community, 
to the extent of $250 per annum. 

A Public Library would prove an 
especial boon to the poorer members 
of the community. The burdens 
would be borne mainly by the heavy 
tax-payers, who by attaching their 
names to a petition circulated on Mon- 
day, praying for the establishment 
ota Library, under the Public Lib- 
raries Act,1895, showed their hearty 
Sympathy with the movement to 
have such an institution established 
in our midst as soon as possible. 
The petition was presented to the 
Village Council on Monday evening 
when after some discussion it was 
decided to hold a special meeting on 
Tuesday first when the by-law could 
he considered in all its details and 
yeceive its first reading. The mat- 
ter will then be submitted to the 
yoters at the annual munici- 
pal elections in January. It is to 
be hoped therefore that as the matter 
of the establishment of a Public 
Library but awaits the assent of 
the electors, such assent will be 
readily and heartily given. 

There would be a Reading Room 
in connection with the library in 
which the best newspapers and 
inagazines of the day would be 

placed for their perusal by the citi- 
zens. That the community as a 
whole desires something such groes 
without saying, but this is strongly 
emphasized by the fact of there be- 
ing such complaint as to the need of 
our haying some desirable place at 
which the young poople may profitably 
spend the winter evenings, Then there 
if an opportunity to be taken adyant- 
age of to supply a felt need at least cost 
{0 thé community, and assuredly of the 
Greatest benefit to young and old. 

It ia to be hoped that the electors 
between now and polling day will, as 
tho Council has promised to do, give 
the matter their serious consideration,

Will Manufacture Wood Alcohol. 

A press correspondent at Ottawa 
says that there is a proposition before 
the Goyernment from the Rathbun 
Lumber Company, of Deseronto, for the 
manufacture of wood alcoho! in Canada. 
This is a product that is not man 
ufactured in the Dominion. It is used 
in the States and found to be yery 
cheap and perfectly suited for the man- 
ufacture of methylated spirits, such as 
are not drinkable. The wood alcohol 
leaves a charcoal which is disposed of 
at a profit in the States for smelting 
purposes. Up to the present there has 
been no market for the charcoal in this 
country, but now it is said that since

The members were not 
satisfied with their present quarters, 
which were entirely too small and unfit 
forthe purpose. The Property Commit- 
tee of the Council was authorized to 
confer with a Committee from the Fire 
Co., and report as to what could be done 
in the matter. = 

Mr. W. J. Moore presented a petition 
from ratepayers asking the Council to 
take the necessary steps to establish a 
Public Library in this village, in ac- 
cordance with the Statutes governing 
the same. Mr. Moore gave a very lucid} 
explanation of the law in regard to es- 
tablishing these Libraries, (formerly 
known as Mechanics’ Institutes) the 
by-law for which would first have to 
receive the sanction of the ratepayers 
by vote. In case this was favorable 
the Board would then be organized, and 
the Ontario Legislature would grant for 
equipment of books, etc., dollar for dol- 
lar raised locally, up to $250. For future

Candidates for honorary degrees in| 
the great universities of Englandand 
Scotland, as a rule, expect a nrisy and, 
rather embarrassing welcome from the 
resident collegians who witness the 
presentation. Immemorial custom has 
made every such ceremony an occa- 
sion of boyish fun for the 
grads,” including no little good-natur-| 
ed guying of the fortunate candidates. | 
James Russell Lowell and Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes were obliged to undergo 
this droll discipline as the price of 
their foregin nonors. But there was 
one man who did not have to run the 
gauntlet of the students horse-play. 

When Dr. Dayid Livingstone return- 
ed to Scotland after sixteen years’ ab- 
sence in Africa, his Alma Mater, the 
University of Glasgow, desired to con- 
fer on him the degree of Doctor of 
Laws. On the day of the ceremonial 
the young collegians were out in full 
forces, primed as usual, with jovial 
mischief, and armed with the custom- 
ary pop-guns and pea-shooters. 

When Doctor Livingstone appeared 
gaunt and wrinkled with incessant toil 
and hardship and the torture of twen- 
ty-seven fevers, blackened by years of 
African suns, and with one arm hang- 
ing useless

the wags on the upper benches some- 
how forgot their ammunition and 
kept remarkably still. One or two au- 
dacious fellows cracked a feeble joke, | 
but it “flashed in the pan.” Poking | 
fun at such a man did not carry with 
the crowa. Ine students joined in 
the applause, and let the doctor speak. 

When he said he should soon go back 
to Africa and that he had three oBjects 
in veiw in doing so, ‘‘to open fresh 
fields for British commerce, to sup- 
press the slave-trade, and to propagate | 
the Gospel of Christ,” the last clause 
fell on the audience with thrilling em- 
phasis. The most irrepressible boy in 
the galleries appreciated the superb 
climax, and caught the contagion of 
the manly missionary’s earnestness.

She is acosler- 
ating and improving ber railway sery- 
ice; she is opening up new and—for 
the tourist—virgin routes; her hotel 
jetors are alive to the necessity 
for materially changing their methods, 
and, given these conditions, there oan 
be no possible reason in the world why 
Ireland should not obtain a fair share 
of the holiday harvest which at present 
is bestowed with bounteous hand upon 
the continent. —St. James Garette. 


Progress In Victoria's Reign. 
“When Victoria was called to the 
throne, the United Kingdom contained 
26,000,000 people,’? writes William 
George Jordan of ‘‘What Victoria Has 
Seen,’’ reviewing in the June Ladies’ 
Home Journal the world’s progress 
during the 60 years of the English sov- 
ereign’s rule. “Today it has over 
89,000,000. The ‘wise men’ of the time 
said the nation would go to pieces, 
They claimed it could never govern its 
home and colonial possessions. Under 
Victoria the new territory acquired 
alone is one-sixth larger than all Eu- 
rope. Today Victoria rules over 
402,514,000 people, or 27 per cent of 
the population of the globe. Her empire 
extends over 11,899,316 square miles, 
covering 21 per cent of the land of the 
world. The United States at the time 
of Victoria’s coronation had only 
17,000,000 people ; today it has 70,000, - 
009. Arkansas, Missouri and Louisiana 
were then western frontier states. All 
our territory west of the Mississippi 
contained less people than Philadelphia 
has today. Our present transmississippi 
population exceeds in number that of 
the whole country in 1887, Our territo- 
ria] area has increased 75 per cent and 
our national wealth has increased about 
1,700 per cent.’’ 


The Senators Mallory. 

‘After Stephen R. Mallory, the new 
senator from Florida, gets settled in his 
dignified position he will doubtless find 
time to inspect the original record on 
the senate journal of a fact which is not 
without personal interestfor him. That 
record was made on March 14, 1861], 
and declares:

son of tasks which a father laid down 
amid such scenes of excitement and na- 
tional danger.—New York Times. 


The Spirit of War.

B. Osler as solicitor and the result was 
that on Saturday an agreement was fin- 
ally signed which will bring the huge 
manufactory to this town. 

The intention of the concern is to es- 
tablish a large smelting plant, rolling 
mills and malleable iron works, to em- 
ploy 400 men. ‘The town agrees to give 
a bonus of $60,000 and a free site with 
the usual exemptions, The company 
has arranged with the C.O. R. fora low 
transportation rate on iron ores to 'T'ren- 
ton for smelting and a number of splen- 
did iron properties are understood to 
have been secured. The exact location 
of the works has not béen decided yet, 
but this point is to be definitely settled 
on Wednesday of this week. They do 
not require waterpower and it is not 
likely that the spot chosen will be on the 
river bank. 

The reasons for preferring Trenton 
are considered to be:(1) The competing 
lines of railway ; (2) the libera! and 
prompt offer of the town in the way of 
a bonus ;(8) the fact that the many other 
industries which naturally follow smelt- 
ers and rolling mills will find ample 
water power. They also expect to be 
able to induce the R. & O. steamers to 
call daily both down and up. 

The good news of the final closing of 
the arrangements wasconveyed in a tele: 
gram from Mayor Morrison (who is in 
Montreal) and it soon spread like wild- 
fire throughout the town, There is no 
question avhateyer that the by-law 
granting the bonus will be carried by a 
virtually unanimous yote of the rate- 
payers. 

It has not been definitely ascertained 
when the plant will be in shape for op- 
eration, but it is understood that early 
next summer will see the entire concern 
in full running order. 


An Easy Trick When You 
Know It. 


Writing on ‘HowI Do my Tricks,’ 
in the November Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal, magician Harry Kellar explains 
how to accomplish the difficult feat 
of blowing a piece of cork into a 
bottle—a trick that will defy any- 
one who does not know the only way 
by which it may be done. “Ask 
some one,” Mr. Kellar directs, “ il 
he thinks he can blow a small piece 
of cork, which you have placed in 
the mouth of a bottle, so that it will 
go into the bottle. Lay the bottle 
on the table upon its side, and place 
the bit of cork about-an inch or less 
inside the open end. He will blow 
until he gets red in the face, and it 
will invariable come out of the bottle 
instead of going into it. Simple 
reason for it, too: the direction of 
the air, forced by the one blowing, 
brings it against the bottom of the 
bottle. ‘The air compresses within 
the bottle’s walls and must find out- 
let, therefore is turned and forced 
out at the only yent the bottle has, 
necessarily blowing the cork out 
with it. But take a common lemon- 
ade straw, place the end of it near 
the cork in the bottle neck, blow 
very gently—and the cork rolls in,’

Then she made wreaths of them, and 
with joy we watched her skillful hands, 
Theroby the sad state of the country, 
her own trials and the anxiety concern- 
ing her sons’ future may well have once 
more pressed heavily on my mother’s 
heart, for slowly tear after tear welled 
from her beautiful eyes and fell on the 
wreath of cornflowers. This emotion of 
my deyoted mother went deeply to my 
heart, and, forgetting my own childish 
sorrow, I attempted to console her with 
caresses, during which she placed the 
blue wreath, glittering with tears, on 
my head. I was then 10 years old, but 
this touching scene has never faded from 
my memory, aud if now, in my old age, 
I behold the sweet blue flower, I imag- 
ine I see the tears of the most devoted 
of mothers shining upon it and there- 
fore love it above all others.’’ 


Jena’s Celebration. 


The University of Jena this year cele- 
brates its three hundred and fiftieth an- 
biversary. It was founded in 1547 by 
Prince Johann Friedrich, who, haying 
lost his own University of Wittenberg, 
together with his personal liberty, at 
the battle of Muhlberg, took the first 
steps toward the foundation of Jena. 
Its first professor was Melanchthon, Lu-

Can it be Successfully and Profitably Grown 
on Low Land? 


The Norwood Register says:—Mr. 
f. Birdsall, president of the East 
Peterborough Agricultural Society, 
placed on view at the recent exhibi- 
tion here a quantity of wild rice 
which had been cured for table 
use, also a sample of the plant itself. 
He is of the opinion that wild rice 
can be successfully grown on low 
wet landany where, or on land which 
is under water part of the year. 
Mr, Birdsall says this rice has been 
for years past used extensively by 
people living along Rice Lake as an 
article of food, and he can see no 
reason why it could not be more ex- 
tensively cultivated and placed on 
on the market in competition with 
the imported article. Mr. Birdsall 
kindly gave us a quantity, which we 
tested and found to be quite palat- 
able, and if, as Mr. Birdsall says, it 
can be successfully grown on low, 
waste land,we have no doubt what- 
ever but that soon after it was placed 
on the market a demand would soon 
be created which would make its 
cultivation profitable. We are in- 
formed that many who use it con- 
stantly say they prefer it to the 
ropean rice.

REPUBLIC IN DANGER. 
The Possibility of a Change of Government 
In France 

The Paris correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily News indulges, apparently 
with all gravity, ina surprising specu- 
lation that the overthrow of the Re- 
public is within the limits of possibl- 
ity as a result of the coming election 
for members of the Chamber of De- 
puties. The News presents the state- 
ment without comment. The corres- 
pondent says:—‘‘On all sides I hear 
that the next elections are likely to 
give us, if not, a Parliament of Rallies, 
one in which they will be uppermost. 
Should this happen, they might think 
it well to withMfaw their allegiance 
from the Republic. The Pope would 
not object. Heis in favorof the prac- 
ticable course, whatever it may be. 
There would be really very little diffi- 
culty to turn this kepublic into a king- 
dom or empire. If there were aCon- 
servative majority an empire would be 
of easier achievement. 

“A King or Emperor would not have 
to fava the odium of making Dracon- 
ian laws to defend his power. He 
would find them ready to hand. They 
are the legacy of the Carnot and Casi- 
mir-Perier Presidencies, and were 
gages of strong government given to 
Russia. All the power of the Govern- 
ment will be employed to keep out So- 
cialists and Radicals. 

“In view of future events, the Mon- 
archists have not rallied, and the Bon- 
apartists have fused. Were Prince Vic- 
tor to step aside and Prince Louis Na- 
poleon to be placed at the head of this 
amalgamated party, there might be 
striking results. The latter Prince has 
been seeing the King of Italy at Mon- 
za. Ue is now in Switzerland and is 
expected at Montcalieri, where his mo- 
ther lives, before returning to Paris 
en route to Russia. where he will visit 
the Czar at Psterhof.”

TERRIBLE WRECK ON LAKE ERIE. 
——s 
The Idaho Foundered With a Loss of Nine- 
teen Lives. 

A despatch from Buffalo, N.Y., says: 
—The steamer Idaho, of the Westera 
Transit Line, which left this port on 
Friday afternoon, in the face of abig 
gale, bound for Chicago, loaded with 
packet freight, and carrying a crew of 
twenty-one men, foundered off Long 
Point, on Lake Erie, at four o'clock on 
Saturday morning, and only two men 
survive to tell the tale of a fierce bat- 
tle with the angry waves. 

Long Point juts out into Lake Erie 
from the Canadian shore about fifty 
miles west of Buffalo ,and its vicinily 
has been the scene of many disasters. 

The Idaho was an old boat, having 
been built in Cleveland in 1863. She 
had lately been completely overhauled, 
however, and was considered a staunch 
boat and able to stand any kind of 
\eather. Her captain, Alexander Gil- 
lies, who went down with the vessel, 
was one of the most widely-known of 
lake seamen. ‘ 

‘The news of the disaster reached this 
city on the arrival of the big steel 
steamer Mariposa, shortly aftereleven 
o'clock on Saturday night, when Cap- 
tain Frank D. Reot told the follow- 
ing story:—“It was one of the worst 
gales I ever experienced in all my 
years on the lakes. We started from 
Chicago with a load of oats. All the 
way down the lakes we had a fight 
with the storm. and I thought once 
or twice of putting in somewhere un- 
til ic blew over. It was about 12.30 
on Saturday afternoon when I first 
learned of the wreck of the Idaho. 

“When I got near I was puzzled 
how to help the men off, for I could 
not lower a boat in such a storm. 
Finally I circled about the spar until 
IT ran alongside, and my men picked 
the poor fellows off. They had to drag 
them away from the spar by force, for 
they had been there so long that their 
arms had become almost dead, and 
were twisted about the mast and al- 
most frozen fast to it. When wehad 
got them on hoard we put them in 
bunks and gave them some warm 
food and soup, and had them feeling 
pretty good physically when we reach- 
ed harbour though they feel sad to 
think of the fate of their captainand 
his crew.”

The murder was discovered by Mr. 
Morin, a merchant, during a visit to 
the house. Mr. Morin, who had occas- 
ion to call at the house in the after- 
noon, was not aware of the absence 
of the parents at Ste. Julienne, ten 
miles south of Rawdon. He was there- 
fore somewhat startled as he approach- 
ed to find that the door of the Nulty 
house was brokenin. He entered the 
place, and a most horrible sight greet- 
ed his vision. Lying on the floor were 
the two headless bodies of the young- 
est girl and the boy. Their clothing 
Was saturated with blood, and all 
about were traces of the struggle in 
which their lives had been taken. The 
heads of the cntidren lay on the floor 
near the trunks, This sight was such 
that Mr. Morin could not endure it. He 
rushed from the house horror-stricken, 
But outside the traces of the crime and 
murder were almost as horrible as 
within. There lay the body of the sec- 
ond eldest girl midway between the 
‘house and the barn.

Several months ago, tho Japanese 

Tea Guild sent to this country a spe- 
cial commission, composed of Mr. S 
Mitsuhashi, President of Shizouka Pre- 
fectural Assembly, and Mr. J. Ohara, 
member of Japanese Parliament, to in- 
vestigate the condition of the Japan- 
ese Tea trade in the United States and 
Canada and to co-operate with Mr. T, 
Furuya and Mr, T. Mizutany, the Am- 
erican representatives of the Japanese 
Tea Guild. in’ giving publicity to the 
merits of Japanese ‘Teas and the method 
of preparing them for drinking which 
would insure the best results, 
Mr. Furuya and Mr. Mizutany are 
planning to open Tea Bazars in 
many of the principal cities in the 
United States and Canada, where ia- 
dies can enjoy acup of fine Japan- 
ese tea made by experts, and at the 
same time receive instructions which 
will enable them to make it equally 
well at home. More than half the Tea 
consumed in the United States and 
Canada is of Japanese growth, yet, 
the majority of Americans, apparent- 
ly do not understand how to prepare 
it so as to develop the delicious qual- 
ities which it contains. It 
is believed by these gentlemen that, 
when Americans are in possession of 
the secret of making good tea, the con- 
sumption in this country will fully 
equal that of Europe in proportion. 
The Japanese Government has appro- 
priated a large fund to aid the Jap- 
anese Tea growers and Tea merchants 
in prosecuting this educational work, 
and it is hoped that American ladies 
will be apt students. ‘The main Bur- 
eau of the Japanese Tea Guild has is- 
sued an officia! récipe for making Jap- 
anese Tea, the trans'ation of which is 
as follows: 

First.—Use a small, dry and thor- 
oughly clean porcelain teapot. 

Second.—Put in one teaspoonful of 
tea, leaves for each cup of tea desired. 

Third.—When using Japanese _ teas, 
pour on the required quantity of fresh 
boiled water, and let stand with clos- 
ed lid from 2 to 3 minutes. Never 
boil the leaves, In order to retain the 
natural flavor, Japanese .tea leaves 
should be kept in tight can or jar, 
free from moisture. 

‘Note.—To thoroughly enjoy the na- 
tural, delicate and sweet flavor of Jap- 
anese Teas, neither sugar nor cream 
should bo used.

AGRICULTURAL 
PROTECTION OF ‘THE PEACH. 
In this latitude, winter killing 
the fruit buds of the peach is usually 
due to the unfavorable effects of freex- 
ing, after they have been stimulated 
into growth by warm weather during 
Winter or early spring 
that the temperature drops sufficient- 
ly low to injure dormant peach buds. 
Peach fruit buds may safely endure 
a temperature of ten or twenty de- 
grees below zero, provided they ma- 
ture well in autumn, are entirely dor- 
mant, and the cold comes on gradually. 
Zero weather may kill fruit buds that 
have swollen during previous warm 
days, or that were not properly ripened 
in autumn. The early swelling and 
growth of the buds is due to the 
warmth they receive from the sun on 
bright days, is practically independent 
of root action, and may take place on 
warm sunny days in winter, while the 
roots are frozen and dormant. Shading 


or whitening peach trees to prevent 
their absorbing heat on sunny days, op- 


growth of the buds, and is, 
consequently a protective measure . 
Whitening the twigs and buds by 


spraying them with lime whitewash is, 
op account of its cheapness and bene- 
ficial effects, the most promising meth- 
od of winter protection. These whitened 
buds remained practically dormant 
until April, while unprotected buds 
swelled perceptibly during warm days 
late in February and early in March. 
i ned buds 
passed through the winter safely, while 
only twenty per cent. of the unwhit- 
ened buds escaped winter killing. 
Whitened buds blossomed three to six 
days later than unwhitened ones. Ther- 
mometers covered with material the 
color of the’ peach twigs registered, 
during bright sunny weather, from ten 
to over twenty degrees higher than 
thermometers covered with white ma- 
terial of similar texture, thus indicat- 
ing that whitened peach twigs might 
be expected to absorb less heat than 
those that were not whitened. 

The whitewash used was four parts 
of water, one part of skimmed milk 
and enough freshly slacked lime to 
make as thick a wash as could conven- 
iently be pumped through a Bordeaux 
Spray nozzle without clogging. This 
wash was sprayed on the trees by 


first application was made the last of 
December and three subsequent spray- 
ings were necessary to keep the trees 
thoroughly coated until spring. The 
cost for material and labor is about 
10 cents r tree, when done on & 
small scale. Shading the trees with 
canvas hay covers was about as bene- 
ficial as whitening but was more ex- 
pensive. “Baling,” by ore ank the 
branches together in a vertical bundle 
and covering them with coarse grass 
and corn stalks, protects the buds, Old 
trees with stiff branches cannot well 
be treated in this manner without in- 
jury to the branches. “Layering,” or 
bending down the trees in autumn and

With board sheds, enabled peach buds 
to survive the winter uninjured, when 
eighty per cent. of unprotected buds 
were killed. Trees protected in this

Where the cream vat is not adapted 
to rapid cooling, one of the various 
coolers on the market may be used ; ora 
coil of galvanized iron pipe having cold 
water running through it may be placed 
in the cream and be worked by the 
engine. This will cool the cream 
rapidly. sa 

A Babcock tester for dividing pro- 
ceeds among patrons and for detecting 
losses of butter fat in skim-milk and 
butter-milk, is an essential part of the 
machinery in every creamery. *

be obtained from any of the Dairy 
Supply firms. 


TO THE PATRONS, 


Aim to haye about half of the cows 
fresh for the winter creamery. Feed 
them liberally. Give the cows plenty 
of salt and water. Care for them regu- 
larly, treat them kindly, keep them 
clean and you will have your reward, 
We find that corn silage, mangolds, 
clover hay, bran, peas, oats, and some 
oil-cake, if it can be got for $2 per ton 
or less, give us good results in the milk 
flow. Swede turnips or rape should 
not be fed to cows giving milk. for 
butter or cheese-making. 

Do not allow the milk to freeze, or to 
be exposed to any bad odor. Three 
times per week is often enough to de- 
liver the milk at a winter creamery. 
Make arrangements with one or more 
of your neighbors to “take turns” 
hauling the milk and bringing back the 
skim-milk. This will lesson the labor. 
If the skim-milk is properly fed to 
calves and youne pigs, it will pay for

tain it at full speed during the whole 
skimming. (It is economy to use the 
exhaust steam for heating the whole 
milk or the skim-milk,) Use hot water 
for heating rather than “dry” steam, 
and the milk will not vook on your 
heater so much. (To remove cooked 
milk from heater or vat, add some 
washing soda to warm water and allow 
it to stand in the heater for some time 
before washing.) Aim to have about 
25 to 30 per cent. of fat in the cream. 
If the milk requires to be lifted to the 
Separator use a pump which may be 
easily cleaned, in preference to an 
ejector, 


PASTBURIZING THE CREAM. 


To insure a uniform flayor of good 
quality, we recommend the system 
known as Pasteurizing. Either Pas- 
teurize the whole milk before separat- 
ing, or heat the cream and skim-milk 
after separating. For heating the 
whole milk a channel heater about 
eight or ten inches deep with six or 
seven channels about four feet long and 
three to four inches wide would answer 
the purpose after a portion of the heat- 
ing has been done in the receiving vat 
Place this channel vat in a tank or pan 
with a steam pipe under it for heating 
the water, The milk or cream enters 
one side and passes out at the other 
having been he 1 to 160 degrees on 
the way. Keep cream covered by 
means of a tin placed over the 
channel vat.

(8) By heating the cream in the or- 
dinary cream vat 

(4) By means of a Pasteurizer, which 
is a machine specially built for the pur- 
pose of heating milk or cream. 

(For ordinary creamery work, Pas- 
teurizing the cream js likely to be more 
practicable than heating the whole 
milk,) 

The next step is the cooling of the 
cream. It should be cooled to about 90 
to 95 degrees (after Pasteurizing) and 
then the ‘Starter’ should be added 
(We recommend making the Starter 
from Pasteurized skim-milk, and using 
the same cultures as far as possible dur- 
ing the winter, thus insuring uniform- 
ity of flavor during the whole season.) 

Use from 10 to 20 per cent of starter 
when ripening in 24 hours, and about 5 
per cent, when ripening in 48 hours. 
(If Pasteurizing is not practised the 
starter may be added to the cream vat 
as soon as, or before the cream is put 
in.) Continue the cooling until the 
cream reaches a temperature of 65 to 70 
degrees. when it should be allowed to 
stand until the acid begins to develop 
guite strongly and thickening com- 
mences. ‘The cream should then be 
cooled to churning temperature, which 
will be from 50 degrees to 55 degrees. 
This may be done in the evening and 
during thenight. To insure good grain 
and body in the butter, be sure to cool 
the cream to churning temperature for 
two to four hours before churning, to 
allow the fat to harden. When ripen- 
ing at a high temperature (70 degrees) 
allow the cream to remain over night at 
churning temperature, if at all possible. 

Use the alkali test for determining the 
acidity of the cream the first thing in 
the morning. If there is from six to 
seyen-tenths of a per cent. of acid pres- 
ent, the cream is ready for churning. 
Do not allow oyer eight-tenths of a per 
cent. of acid in the cream if you wish 
the finest flavor in the butter. 

CHURNING, SALTING AND WORKING. 

The square box churn, or the combined 
churn and worker, will give good re- 
sults. If the butter is for export to 
Great Britain, use little or no colorin, 
inthecream. Haye the temperature o 
the cream such that the butter will come 
in granular form in 40 to 60 minutes. 
After drawing off the buttermilk, wash 
very lightly for quick consumption, and 
once for regular trade. Salt at the rate 
of about one half ounce per pound of 
butter for export, and three-quarters of 
An ounce to one ounce for home market. 
Work the butter until the salt is thor- 
oughly mixed through it, the color is 

even, and until the’ water is not more 
than 12 per cent. of the finished butter. 


PREPARING POR MARKET AND MARKETING 


For the home market there is no form 
more suitable than the oblong print. 
wrapped in good parchment paper which 
is stamped with the name of the cream- 
ery. For export, use the square box 
lined with paraftine wax and parchment 
paper. Pack the butter in the box firmly 
so that when emptied it will look like a 
solid cube of butter, without holes into 
which gather the brine and buttermilk, 
giving the butter an unsightly a 
pearance. Ship the butter toa reliable 
commission house, or directly to export- 
ers or importers of the finest Canadian 
creamery butter, thus building up for 
our butter branch of the dairy industry 
& reputation similar tothat which Can- 
adian cheese has acquired.

License Amendments. 


Mr. Heverson Replies to Mr. Spence’s 
Arguments. 


Mr. Jas. Haverson, of Toronto, has 
sent the following communication, 
which appeared in The Globe to the 
Review for publication :— 

(To the Editor of The Globe.) 

On the 2nd ot November inst. the 
Executive Committee of the Ontario 
Prohibitive Alliance waited upon the 
Government to ask what they were 
pleased to call some slight amend- 
ments in the license law, one of 
which was a provision “That no 
license shall be issued to take effect 
in a polling subdivision in which a 
majority of the municipal electors 
petition against the granting of such 
license.” In support of this amend- 
ment and as an argument in its 
favor Mr. F, S. Spence, who acted 
as the spokesman of the committee, 
said they wanted to provide that 
wherever the majority demanded 
that a license should not be renewed 
in any year the commissioners 
should not grant a renewal; that 
this was not as stringent 
as existed in other provinces 
in New Brunswick 
electors of 
had eyery 4 
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not be granted except upon petition 
by the applicant to the license com- 
missioners of the district in which 
the license is to have effect, praying 
for the same, nor until the inspector 
has reported in writing to the license 
commissioners that the applicant is 
a fit and proper person to have a 
heense (and in case of a tavern 
license has all the accommodation 


| required by law), and that the ap- 


Plicant is known to the inspector to 
bé of good character and repute.” 

Asa further argument Mr.Spence 
also erid that in Manitoba eight out 
of the nearest twenty people to.any 
licensed place could petition against 
it and it was ubolished. "This as a 
statement of the Jaw of Manitoba is 
incorrect, A reference to sections 
32 and 35 of the Manitoba license 
act will show that this proyision 
only applies to licenses in the rural 
districts of that Province. By sec- 
tion 32 it is provided that “no per- 
sons outside of cities and towns 
having a population of over 2, 000 
shall be granted a license to sell in- 
toxicating liquors who has not first 
obtained the recommendation in 
writing of at least sixteen out of the 
twenty housenolders nearest in a 
direct line to the premises wherein 
the applicant intends to sell intoxi- 
cating liquors, and section 33, that 
“it shall not be necessary for any 
licensee applying for a renewal of 
his license for the same premises to 
obtain said recommendation unless 
since obtaining sneh recommenda- 
tion he has been convicted of an of- 
fence under this act. Provided,how- 
ever, that once inevery year after 
the first year of license a petition of 
eight out of the nearest twenty 
householders against any license 
can be presented and will have the 
effect of cancelling such license.” 
It will be readily seen that the two 
rections quoted, and these are the 
only sections applicable, deal only 
with licenses outside of cities and 
towns having a population of over 
2,000. 

Mr. Spence made these statements 
toinfluence the Government in favor 
of the demands of the Alliance. 
Perhaps the most charitable solution 
of his conduct is that he was misin- 
formed and knew not whereof he 
spoke. He cannot complain if here- 
after his statements are received 
with doubt and hesitation.

ATTEMPT TO TOW A _ DISABLED 
STEAMER TO PORT. 

To tho Rescue of the Maylands by the Nor-

The Allan line steamship Norwegi 
an, Capt. Guneen, arrived in Montreal 
on Friday after a most eventful voy- 
fige. The Norwegian left Glasgow on 
October 27, and by thef ist inst. had ar- 
rived to within 580 miles of Belle Isle, 
On the great circle track between In- 
ishtrahall and Belle Isle she sighted 
a ship flying the signal “H..B.,” mean- 
ing that immediate assistance was re- 
quired. The Norwegian approached and 
found the ship to be the Maylands, of 
West Hartlepool, Eng., and as she pass- 
ed within hail the disabled ship report- 
ed that a few hours previous she had 
broken her main shafi, and desired to 
be taken in tow. The Norwegian ask- 
ed if she would go to St. John’s,and the 
reply being in the affirmative, the tow 
fropes were prepared, and the boats low- 
ered in order to run the lines between 
the two ships. The sea was rough, and 
the the breeze fresh, as the attempt was 
made, but the Norwegian’s tow line 
was evenutally made fast to the haws-} 
ser of the Maylands, and by 9.80 the

About midnight the wind seemed to 
die away for a time, but shortly after- 
wards a blow came on, and about 1.12 
in the morning the hawser on board 
the Maylands parted, the strain upon 
it having been too great.

Norwegian again to reducespeed. As 
perma approached the weather, for- 
tunately subsided considerably, and 
just as the officers were congratulating 
themselves, another change took place, 
and in a few minutes a moderate gale 
was blowing. By four o'clock in the 
morning this had been-increased to a 
whole gale, while squalls of great vio- 
lence, and thick, blinding showers 
swept. over the decks, obscuring at 
times the Maylands’ lights. At 5.30! 
a.m. 


A TERRIFIC SQUALL 
accompanied with heavy showers of | 


sleet, broke upon them, during which | 
the disabled steamship broke adrift, | 
and was Instantly swallowed up in 
the gloom. What happened is not 
known, but it fs thought that the cable | 
broke or was drawn bodily out of the 
Maylands. Owing to tha seas striking 
the Norwegian under the quarter, and 
to the ninety fathoms’ of her five-inch 
steel wire hanging over her stern, with 
probably the whole of the Maylands’ 
cable added to that, and the danger of | 
getting it twisted around, the propel- 
ler, the Norwegiam was unable to re- 
verse her engines and back up, and 
by the time she had steamed round 
ahead the Maylands could no longer 
be found. All day violent gales and 
frequent squalls of hurricane force 
were encountered, and all day the 
Norwegian continued her search.

Why the Sexton of a St, Lonts Church Had 
Trouble.

PERSONAL HEROISM. 
Tt Still Proves a Factor in Modern War 
fare, 

Modern weapons have not changed 
the art of war very much, after all, 
if this campaign, on the Afghan fron- 
tier is a criterion, and resid-fire guns 
have not decreased the need for per- 
sonal heroism of the old-fashioned me- 
lodramatic sort. It is true that a 
battle between Englishmen and Indi- 
ans on one side, and some slightly civ- 
ilized mountaineers on the other, gives 
few data from which to deduce what an 
engagement between two European ar- 
mies would be, but it does give some. 
The attacking force was provided with 
weapons of the most modern kind,while 
the tribesmen were not entirely desti- 
tute of the same implements. The 
fortunes of the day turned, however, 
not on cannon that fired themselves 
many times a minute, or on rifles that 
sent out a score of bullets while an 
old muzzle loading musket would send 
out one, but upon officers who would 
shout ‘‘ Follow me!” and upon men who 
would do the following. Machinery is 
well enough in its way, but for some 
time to come success in war, as in most 
other things, will be the result of hu- 
man courage and human determina- 
tion to do or die, if need be to doand 
die. It is the personal element that 
counts when the critical moment comes, 
and the English invaders won that use- 
less bridge not because they had better 
arms than their foes, or even because 
they had the right on their side, but 
because a certain colonel, after making 
a speech at which the auditors in a 
metropolitan theatre would smile wear- 
ily if they heard it from beyond. the

Instead of using cloves for eyes, it is 
better to make slight incisions in the 
peel. A little ingenuity will produce 
a very respectable-looking pig, easil 
recognized by the most superficial stud- 
ent of natural history. 

A lemon may be used in the same 
way, and is said to improve in its cap- 
acity of ‘‘rooter” as it shrivels with 
age.

A tool house located in a fence cor~ 
ner with a three, possibly a four barb- 
ed-wire fence for two sides, a luxur- 
lant growth of weeds for the other 
side, and nicely covered by the blue 
dome of heaven, may be a convenient 
place to store unused machinery, but | 
we question the economy of such a 
structure. If it was merely a ques- 
tion of the easiest way to dispose of 
the tools we would all find it most 
convenient to drive into a corner, un- 
hitch the team, and leave the imple- 
ment until again wanted. Many far- 
mers do it, and we must suppose they 
have a reason for the practice. Yes, 
and we have seen some men whocon-!

We all know the result. The plow 
stands at the end of the field and be- 
comes rusted. Five times as much 
workis wasted in attempting tomake 
it run the next season as would be re- 
quired to put it away when the plow- 
ing was finished. And if the rust has 
eaten into the metal the plow will 
never take the former polish. And 
so we might continue. Tools built al- 
most entirely of iron are left expos- 
ed because they cannot be injured. Of- 
ten we notice no effect for a time, but 
in a few gears the machine begins to 
fail in different parts and we must 
then begin a process of repairs, & pro- 
cess always expensive in both time 
and money. If any part needs renew- 
ing or changing all the bolts are rust- 
ed and must be cut and new ones put 
in again? We have had these experi- 
ences and know what they mean. Why 
then continue such unsatisfactory 
practices ? 

Machinery costs money we all know. 
Each year hundreds of dollars are 
spent by the farmer for tools. Much 
of this could be saved, which would 
mean increased profits. We sometimes 
think that the manufacturer and deal- 
er are getting the greater share of 
the proceeds of the farm. We would 
not be misunderstood in this matter. 
The farmer must be thoroughly pro- 
gressive in the use of improved mach- 
inery as well as in other lines of 
his business. He must not be 
slow in utilizing the better tools 
that the brains and push of our 
inventors and manufactuerers are 
placing on the market for purchase. 
But the point is simply this: If through 
neglect to properly shelter a planter 
or harvester the farmer is compelled 
buy anew one threo or four years 
before he otherwise would, is there 
not a direct loss which might be avoid- 
ed? True we may not be able to build 
expensive tool houses, but this is not 
necessary. ‘A cheap shelter will ans- 
wer as well. Set posts in the ground 
board up with rogh boards and roof 
board up with rough boards and roof 
with something cheap. Built it lurge 
and roomy; then as s90n as the sea- 
son’s use of a tool is over run it into 
the shed. We like the idea of a shed 
open on one side for adrive-way into 
which tools can be pulled and left as 
conveniently as they can be left stand- 
ing in the yard. Then if a piece of 
machinery is to stand idle but a few 
days it will be under sbelter. We have 
said, ‘Gather up the machinery. Ra- 
ther let mo say. “Keep it gathered up. 
The principle upon which to act in this 
work is to put a tool away as soon 
as woe are through with it, When 
the work is done have it understood 
that the machine is to bo placed at 
once in proper shelter, Other work may 
press upon us, but if wo will porsist- 
ently adhere to this rule we will find 
it the best. If we have not followed 
this practice and already have not all 
tools under shelter let us at once 
gather in any exposed to tho weather 
and standing as an advertisement of 
our shiftlessness. 


STORING POTATOES.

The Bicycle Road Map. 


Another bicycle attachment has 
just been launched on the world by 
two inventors who have conceived 
“the bicycle road map,” an appli- 
ance which is hooked on the head of 
the wheel. Hy its means the rider 
is able to locate himself aud can, by 
referring to his chart, name all 
points of interest along the route. 
The map is in the form of a pan- 
orama, which is to be turned from

A By-law to Provide for the Establishmeatjof 
a Public Library in the Village of Madoc, 
lo the County of Hastiogs. 


Whereas the electors have petitioned 
the council of the said Village of Madoc, 

raving for the establishment of a pub- 
ie library under the Public Libraries’ 
Act’, 1895, 

Be it therefore enacted by the ssid 
municipal council of the said Village of 
Madoc that, in case the assent of the 
electors is given to this by-law, a Pub- 
lic Library be established in this muni- 
cipality in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Public Libraries’ Act. 

And be it further enacted that the 
votes of the electors be taken on this by- 
law on the third day of January, 1898, 
commencing at nine o'clock in the 
morning and continuing until five 
o'clock in the afternoon, at the under- 
mentioned places:—Polling sub-division 
No. 1, at the Town Hall, B, O'Hara, re- 
turning-officer; Polling sub-division 
No 2, at the shoe shop of W.H.Atkins, 
W.H. Atkins, deputy returning-officer.

20.—A commer- 
cial traveller named Dave White, 
representing Tooke Bros.,; Montreal, 
committed suicide at the General 
Hospital here to-day at noon. He 
had been brinking heavily for a few 
days and upon his admission to the 
hospital on Wednesday had to be 
placed in confinement, as he was 
very violent. On Thursday night 
he was apparently perfectly rational 
and his doctor ordered that he be 
placed in a private ward. Yester- 
day, a satchel containing some arti- 
cles of apparel and a razor was 
brought to him, which, as a private 
ward patient, he was entitled to re- 
ceive with the consent of his doctor. 
To.day, shortly before noon, he 
asked for writing materiale, and 
wrote one or two letters, and seemed 
perfectly sane when his dinner was 
brought tohim. ‘lhe attendant left 
the room, and upon returning in a 
few minutes found White lying on 
the floor dead, haying cut a large 
gasb in his throat with the razor, 
Deceased was aged about 27 and 
came from Ingersoll, was very pop- 
ular here, and no cause beyond re- 
morse can be assigned for the deed. 
The coroner has decided that an in- 
quest is not necessary. 


Angus McLeod's Murder. 


Kingston, Ont., Nov. 20.—Judge 
Meredith will preside at the Assizes 
in Napanee next week and will hear 
the case of John Hughes, accused of 
complicity in the murder of Angus 
McLeod in that town on September 
15th, 1893. John F. Troy, who 
awaits sentence for the murder, is 
the leading witness. He swears that 
Huges was with him that night. 
They were in the house,and to secure 
exit killed McLeod and fled. They 
went to Brockville and there learned 
of their crime. Hughes says he 
never knew Troy, but Port Hope wit- 
nesses have told over the men and 
recognize them as tramps who in 
August were inthat town on a drink- 
ing bout and quarrelled. They 
moyed east together to Napanee and 
separated in Brockvilla. The men 
are both in Napanee jail, but have 
had no association since last April, 
when Hughes was tried and the jury 
disagreed, They have been tract- 
able. Hughes did try to escape, but 
was caught and gave up his mis- 
chievous ways. Lately he has been 
very fond of religious works. Troy 
has been yery calm and quiet, His 
mind is clear at times and again he 
is wandering. Dr. Leonard does not 
think kim insane, but erratic. He 
thinks he will bang, and when Nov- 
ember fifth came he said at that date 
he was the same age as Jesus Christ 
when he gave up his life for the 
world, Troy has been in America 
about a dozen years, coming from 
Ireland. At the Assize Court Tues- 
day morning John F. Troy, the 
murderer of Angus McLeod, was 
Sentenced to be hanged.on January 
14, 1898. Hughes was discharged.

In New 
York there is a church or chapel for 
every 3,000 persons, and in London one 
in 4,000. The London debt is 85 per 
cent. lighter for each taxpayer. In 
New York oryanized att relieves 
one family in every 200, but in London 
one family in 45 is malntained by the 
ratepayers. In tbe matter of crime, 
particularly housebreaking und bur- 
glary, London is better off. If the 
crimes in London under these heads 
were in the same proportion as in New 
York, there would be 2,000 instances a 
year, whereas thore are only about 100 
more than in New York.

charges are in a liquid condition, and 
ofawhite or yellowish-white hue. Now 
and again small masses of dense undi- 
gested curd are voided with them, as 
well as a thick, slimy matter, mucal, 
and sometimes blood. The evacuations 
emit a foul, pungent odor, which alone 
marks the presence of the malady ina 
shed. The faeces are voided frequent- 
ly, and that act is attended with con- 
siderable straining and pain. The ani- 
mal quickly loses flesh, is feverish and 
weak. When standing the back is arch- 
ed and the belly tucked up; but when 
severely affected the calf is mostly 
found lying down, witn tne nose doubl- 
ed into the flank, moaning and grind- 
ing the teeth. In a large majority of 
cases of scours a dose of aperient medi- 
cine is called for. This may take the 
shape of two or three ounces of castor 
oil, with thirty drops of tincture of 
opium, and a little peppermint water. 
Having removed the undigested matter 
contained in the bowels, relief from 
existing in may be afforded bya 
further dose of ‘tincture of opium, 
with which may be combined a couple 
of drops of carbolic acid, the whole to 
be given in well boiled milk, with which 
an egg has been beaten up. The pa- 
tient should be placed in a warm, dry, 
well ventilated pen, well littered down. 
Should the pain continue, the medicine 
last prescribed may be repeated two 
or three times a day, and in the in- 
tervals a little carbonate of soda and 
lime water may also be given in a 
little milk. To prevent the disease is 
to guard against the causes. Where 
contagion is suspected, isolation, 
thorough cleansing, and disinfection, 
with efficient ventilation and drain- 
age, should be provided. 


POULTRY NOTES. 


Millet seed is a great egg-procucing 
grain. 

Always feed the mash crumbly, 
sloppy. 

Do not allow the mash to sour in the 
troughs. ’ 

A quart of grain for twelve hens is 
&@ good measurement. 

Milk may be profitably fed in any 
form—sweet, sour or buttermilk. 

Split the carrots in halves, and allow 
the hens to peck at them at will. 

Have the feed troughs sufficiently 
large so that all the fowls can find 
room. 

Buckwheat is an egg-producing food, 
but a steady diet of it is apt to over- 
fatten. 

The food must be changed often, giv- 
ing a good warm mash in the morning, 
and whole grain at night. During 
the day a little grain may be 
scattered in straw, so that they can 
scratch for it, by this means giving 
exercise. 

A complete separation of the flock 
in winter is a very important thing. 
The laying hens in one flock, the late 
chicks by themselves, and if any num- 
her of-cockerels are kept, they should 
be kept separate from the rest. Un- 
less the eggs are wanted for {ncuba- 
tion purposes, the presence of cocks in 
the laying apartment is unnecessary. 

In feeding for eggs during winter 
when fowls are confined, great care 
must be exercised not to overfeed. Lay- 
ing hens do not require feeding three 
times a day, and when thus fed, over- 
feeding is almost sure to follow. A 
large production of eggs requires the 
consumption of a large amount ©: 
food. When laying hens do not eat 
rapidly and a good deal of it, stop feed- 
ing at once, and arringe to give them 
more exercise to bring them up to a 
good appetite. 

John Bauscher, Jr., says of the Rus- 
sian sunflower: “Single heads measure 
from twelve to twenty-two inches in 
diameter, and contain an immense 
quantity of seed which is highly val- 
ued by farmers and poultry breeders 
as an excellent and cheap food for 
fowls. They eat it greedily, fatten 
well on it, and obtain a bright, lustrous 
pune’ and strong, healthy condition. 
t is the best cag producing food known 
for poultry, and can be raised cheaper 
than corn.” B 

Green food is very essential to eRe 
production. Clover hay steeped in 
Warm water, and especially alfalfa 
clover, which comes the nearest to the 
actual green hay, will supply this. 
Vegetables of all kinds that hens will 
eat are good for them. Green cut 
bone, granulated bone, oyster shells, 
sea shells, broken crockery, sharp grav- 
el, broken glass, coarse sand, meat 
scraps, old plaster, lime, oil meal, milk, 
both sweet and sour, make a variety 
in diet and grinding material, 
_Farmers should never ship eggs un- 
til they have first endeavored to get 
better prices for them nearer home. If 
Etey would retail their eggs and seek 
customers, a large sum would be added 
to the receipts from poultry. Fresh 
eggs are always salable, for every fam- 
ily must at times have them. It fre- 
quently happens when eggs are scarce, 
that one farmer must buy them from 
another, and in every village and 
town will be found thase who prefer 
to buy from the farmer than from the 
dealers, provided the farm sells only 
fresh laid. We prefer a good pickled 
egg to one that has been stored in a 
musty cellar from four to five months

Don't Allow a Garnishee. 

A circular has been issued by Mr. 
Chas. Perry,the treasurer of the G.T.R.. 
and countersigned by General Manager 
Hayes. The circular calls attention to 
the fact that by a recent proyision of 
the law in Quebec, when garnishee pro- 
ceedings are instituted against an em- 
ployee of the company, the latter is 
compelled to go through certain for- 
mulas, and states that compliance will 
entail’ so much additional expense, 
trouble and risk of loss upon the com- 
pany, that in future any employee who 
allows his wages to seized for debt will 
draw upon himself the penalty of ‘dis- 
‘missal, unless he makes an arrangement 
with his creditors before the writ is re- 
turnable, and that the vroyision will 
be ‘sttictly enforced.. The treasurer 
also complains that the number of gar- 
nishee writs served upon the company 
in the Province of Ontario make it nec- 
essary to enforce the ‘same rule there, 
Employees are directed that the proper 
time to protect their interests in this re- 
spect is when the judgment is given and 
not when the writ has been seryed,

enthusiastic conseryative and a great 
admirer of the late Sir John A, Mac- 
Donald and Sir Mackenzie Bowell. 
Deceased leayes a widow, four sons 


and two adopted daughters to mourn

The flames were fanned by a strong 
wind, and were fed by \highly inflam- 
mable stocks of fancy goods, and flimsy 
dress materials of all 
crowding every floor of 
buildings in the old streets, in view of 
the coming Christmas trade. Conse- 
quently the conflagration gained head- 
way with surprising rapidity and’ was 
soon far beyond any possibility of be- 
ing checked by the fewi engines early 
oa the spot. For four‘hours anda half 
the flames had their own! way, and it 
was only after more than a hundred 
engines had avorked an hour’ that the 
chief of the fire brigade sent out the 
signal that the fire was under control. 
This was at 5.45 p.m. When the good 
news became known nearly 50 ware- 
houses and a dozen or! more minor 
structures had either vanished or re- 
mained only in blackened walls, a chaos 
of fallen girders, and smoking piles of 
bricks and stone, 


SCENE OF THE OUTBREAK. 


Hamsell street was the scene of the 
outbreak of the fire, which was due to 
an explosion in connection with a gas 
engine on ‘the premises of Waller, 
Brown & Company, mantle manufac- 
turers, at No. 30 on that thoroughfare. 
Their large factory was crowded with 
girls when the fire broke out, and in- 
stantly became the scene of a panic, 
the frightened operatives, with many 
screams, rushing to the roof of the 
building, then recrossing to other build- 
ings, and so effecting their escape, while 
the flames were pouring out of the 
basement. In less than a quarter. of 
an hour the flames had enveloped the 
adjoining warehouses, and thence they 
leaped across the street to an enormous 
paper warehouse, which was fully 
alight in less than ten minutes. 

This time it was evident to the fire- 
men that they were face to face with a 
great disaster, and a general alarm was 
sent out. Then from all the fire sta- 
tions, even from those quite five miles 
from the scene of the disaster, engines 
were hurrying to the spot, and the 
police gathered about the neighbour- 
hood in great force, This display of 
strength upon the part of the police 
was required, as the crowd, swelling 
in size every moment, soon numbered 
tens of thousands, and the firemen re- 
quired every possible freedom of ac- 
tion, as their figkt was one of great

Firemen had repeatedly 
to be rescued by the comrades by the 
aid of the fire escapes from buildings 
which had caught fire after the firemen 
had mounted to their roofs to fight the 
flames in adjoining structures. 

The rescue of operatives by the fire- 
men, the hurrying of hosts of clerks 
who were trying to. save {books and 
valuable papers from the fire, and the 
rushing here and there of many em- 
ployes who were attempting to carry 
to places of safety, costly merchandise 
or other valuables, added to the con- 
fusion. Then, again, the heat was so 
terrific ‘that several firemen were 
obliged to direct their operations under 
showers of water s!owly poured upon 
them. But in spite of the exertions of 
the firemen the fire crept} on very 
steadily, until Nichols square, which is 
situated at the far end of Huamsell 
Street, was reached. At a little after 
2o'clock a dozen hose pipes with a 12- 
fool spread poured water into the blaze 
from an opposite roof from the street 
below, and from the burning premises 
themselves, but it did not seem to have 
any effect. The water rushed out of 
the windows and from the ground floor 
like « waterfall, while the flames leap- 
ed higher and higher, and as the floors 
fell in, the place still blazed, a gigam- 
tic display of fire and smoke, till the 
spol was completely gutted and ‘the 
walls heeled over, 

EXPLOSION OF GAS METERS. 

Suddenly there was an explosion of 
gas meters, sounding like the reports 
of fieldguns, followed by a momentary 
hush, After that the wild rushing 
here ond there was resumed with in- 
creased energy.

REVOLT IN ZANZIBAR. 


Soudanese Troops im Major Macdouald’s 
Expedition Mutiny anid Kill Officers 
and Men, 


A despatch from Zhnzibar, East Afri- 
ca, says:—Particulars haye reached 
here of a revolt among the Soudanese 
troops in Major Macdonald's expedi- 
tion in the Lake #ountry, south of 
the equatorial provinces. It appears 
that the expedition was advancing in- 
to the interior from the Uganda coun- 
try for a point as to which informa- 
tion is wanting. On Oct. 19 last the 
mutineers, assisted by one hundred and 
fifty Mohammedan tribesmen attack- 
ed the camp at BViasoga, lm the fierce 
fighting which followed, Lieut. Field- 
ing, Major Thurston, Launch Engineer 
Scott, Civil Officer Wilton and fifteen 
Soldiers were killed. Te wounded 
numbered 30, including Captain Mac- 
pherson and Chief Civil Officer Jack- 
son, ‘ihe mutineers were finally de- 
feated, after losing one hundred kill- 
ed and wounded. Major Macdonald 
has been joined by the Wasogn native 
army ;.and it is hoped that he will be 
able to quell the mutiny in a few weeks. 
A détchment of Indian troops from 
Mombasa will start immediately to re- 
inforce Major Macdonald.
